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Withdrawal of Finality 

Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 4,6, 8,1 1,15, and 17 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

The rejections which follow have withdrawn the Byun et al reference and the Nakamura et al 
reference and the Weiner reference have been withdrawn. The Komatsu reference is retained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 4, 6, 8, 1 1,15, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by are Komatsu (5,654,242) . 

Komatsu discloses forming isolation regions(features 3 in Fig. 5A), forming gate 
insulation(coI. 8, lines 61-65), forming tungsten silicide or other refractory silicide gate by 
patterning which is doped by implantation(col. 12, lines 20-32 and 33-35), and using the gate as 
a mask to implant source and drain regions(col. 12, lines 35-37). Komatsu discloses an 
annealing step which is an RTA step employing a halogen lamp, which is a visible light anneal 
step and the light is incoherent . The work function of the gate is controlled by these steps(col. 7, 
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lines 50-55). Figures 6A and 6B shows that a first and a second type of dopant are implanted in 
the silicide. Fig. 7D shows metal 13 on the source and drain regions. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3,5, 9, 12, 14, 18, and 22 are allowed. 

Claims 2, 7, 10, 13, 16, and 20 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
